You can be assured that, prior to our reaching a final determine' 
tion as to the location of our headquarters installation, CIA will make 
the full ani complete study which you have suggested. 


Both my Deputy Director and I have talke j >ersonally with Mr. 

whose letter you forwarded to me. lie ami several of 

his fellow- resident# at Langley appeared before the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee on July 15th while the Committee was considering our 
request for appropriations for the new installation. 


CIA has con suite 1 with the elected officials of Fairfax County with 
regard to the Langley site for several months. The Board of County 
Supervisor# of Fairfax County have, by formal resolution, extended an 
invitation to CIA to occupy this site. The Pla nn i n g Commission of Fairfax 
County has formally stated to the County Board of Supervisors its affirm- 
ative views u pan the desirability of the CIA location at Langley, and their 
Chairman has stated that the Planning Commission feels that they have 
correctly expressed the overwhelming majority sentiment of Fairfax 
County residents. Similar invitations for CIA to locate at Langley have 
been expressed by the Fairfax County Chamber oi Commerce represent- 
ing snore than 459 members without dissent, the McLean Business 
Association, and the Great Fails Grange No. 738 with a membership of 
242. 
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The Central Intelligence Agency naturally understands the feel- 
ings of some of the residents of the Langley area whs, rightly or 
wrongly, feel that the comparative «ecU»ioa ol their com» amity may 
be somewhat impaired by the Agency's location at the Langley ait*. 
However, there seems to be no question but that, with the exception 
ol a very small minority, Fairfax County wholeheartedly welcomes 
the CIA. 

I would like to take this opportunity to express to yen my sincere 
appreciation for the action your Committee took in granting CIA. the 
authorisation for its badly -needed headquarter* Installation, and for 
your continued support of the Agency.
